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Trade  Surplus  -  The  U.S.  agricultural 
trade  surplus  remained  near  $1  billion  for 
the  third  consecutive  month  in  August, 
virtually  unchanged  from  June  and  July. 
Exports  and  imports  both  grew 
substantially  in  August,  by  $254  million 
and  $303  million,  respectively.  According 
to  Census  Bureau  data,  August’s  surplus  of 
$979  million  exceeded  August  1987  by 
more  than  60  percent.  Cumulatively,  FY 
1988’s  surplus  is  nearly  twice  the  value  of 
the  same  1 1  months  of  FY  1987. 

Exports  -  U.S  agricultural  exports  in¬ 
creased  $254  million  to  nearly  $2.9  billion 
in  August,  ending  a  4  month  decline.  Com 
exports  jumped  $137  million,  helping  off¬ 
set  declines  for  vegetable  oils,  fruits  and 
vegetables,  cotton,  and  rice.  Meat  prod¬ 
ucts,  wheat,  and  soybean  values  also 
gained  during  August. 

Corn  exports  rose  37  percent  compared 
with  July,  surpassing  wheat  as  the  single 
largest  farm  product  export.  At  $503 
million,  com  exports  were  more  than 
double  their  August  1987  value  because  of 
higher  prices  and  a  changed  pattern  of 
Soviet  purchases.  Almost  600,000  tons  of 
U.S.  com  went  to  the  USSR  in  August 
1988,  compared  with  an  average  36,000 
tons  during  August  of  1980-87.  August 
1979  was  the  last  instance  of  large,  early 
movement  to  the  USSR.  Compared  with 
July,  U.S.  com  exports  were  also  higher  to 
Japan  and  Eastern  Europe. 

Export  prices  also  rose,  despite  a  retreat  in 
U.S.  market  prices  during  August.  At 
$130  per  metric  ton,  the  average  price  of 
U.S.  com  exports  reached  its  highest  level 
since  October  1984. 

Soybean  exports  rose  $47  million  from 
July  as  larger  shipments  to  Mexico  and 
Japan  offset  a  slight  decline  in  prices. 
While  August  soybean  export  prices  eased 
following  2  months  of  double-digit  rate 
growth,  prices  remained  substantially 


above  August  1987.  Export  value  matched 
August  1987  despite  a  46  percent  drop  in 
volume. 

Higher  export  prices  for  wheat  offset  a 
decline  in  volume  from  July,  and  wheat 
exports  rose  $26  million.  Reduced  ship¬ 
ments  to  China  and  Egypt  offset  increased 
exports  to  India  and  Pakistan.  Export 
prices  rose  in  lagged  response  to  drought- 
induced  market  price  gains,  and  Export 
Enhancement  Program  bonuses  shrank. 

Cotton  exports  declined  seasonally,  while 
vegetable  oil  and  rice  exports  fell  with 
fluctuations  in  Government-assisted 
shipments. 

Imports  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports  during 
August  rebounded  to  nearly  $1.9  billion, 
their  highest  level  since  March  1988. 
Imports  declined  4  consecutive  months 
from  April  through  July,  largely  due  to 
seasonal  factors.  August  imports  of  most 
commodities  rose:  fruits,  meats,  live 
animals,  vegetable  oils,  coffee,  cocoa, 
rubber,  and  sugar  exceeded  July  import 
levels.  Only  dairy  products  and  wine  were 
lower.  This  brings  the  October- August 
total  to  $19.4  billion,  2  percent  above  the 
same  period  a  year  ago. 

EEP  Sales  Higher  -  FY  1988  sales  under 
the  Export  Enhancement  Program  (EEP) 
of  about  $3.3  billion  were  almost  double 
fiscal  1987  sales.  Wheat,  sorghum,  rice, 
and  vegetable  oil  led  EEP-assisted  sales  in 
1988.  EEP  wheat  sales  reached  26.3  mil¬ 
lion  tons,  including  sales  to  the  USSR, 
China,  and  North  Africa.  The  Middle  East 
and  Eastern  Europe  took  the  majority  of 
the  1.7  million  tons  of  barley  and  213,000 
tons  of  sorghum  sold  under  EEP  in  fiscal 
1988.  Importers  in  Jordan  and  Turkey 
purchased  171,000  tons  of  rice.  Vegetable 
oil  sales  under  the  program  skyrocketed  to 
357,000  tons,  primarily  to  importers  in 
North  Africa,  the  Middle  East,  and  India.
